They Also Plan to Re- 
interrogate Shoulders 
—Action Based on 
Conflicts in Confes- 
sion, Report. 


An effort to question Carl 
Austin Hall, condemned kidnap- 
killer of Bobby Greenlease, on 
the missinz $303,720 ransom will 
be made by St. Louis police, 
who also will re-interrogate 
Police Lt. Louis Shoulders, it 
was announced today. 


Police Chief Jeremiah O’Con- 
nell said the decision to inter- 
view Hall, held in the death 
house at the state prison at Jef- 
ferson City, was the result of 
statements in the kidnaper’s 
confession that conflict substan- 
tially with accounts given by 
Shoulders. 


Chief O’Connell, who received 
Saturday a transcript of Hall's 
confession as read at his trial 
last week, plans to communicate 
with Uaited States Marshal Wil- 
liam B. Tatmen at Kansas City 
seeking permission for St. Louis 
police officers to see Hall in the 
death house. 

Tatman had custody of Hall 
and his accomplice, Mrs. Bonnie 
Brown Heady, at ther trial and 
delivered them to the state 
prison to be held for execution 
Dec. 18 in the gas chamber.’ 

Dolan, Hager to Be Called. 

Besides Shoulders, Patrolman 
Elmer Dolan and John O. Hager, 
whose tip to the lieutenant led 
to the kidnapers’ arrest, also will 
be requestioned in the police 
department's inquiry into the 
missing ransom, O’Connell dis- 
closed. 


The chief's statement on the 
plan to question Hall follows: 
‘A reading and study of Hall’s 
confession shows that it conflicts 
in many important points with 
accounts. Geen by . Shoulders, 
Dolan and Hager. We, therefore, 
will attempt to talk with Hall in 
Jefferson City.” 

Dolan, who has been inter- 
viewed frequently in the depart- 
mental inquify, was quéstioned 
again yesterday by Detective 
Chief James E. Chapman but 
clung to his original story of 
what happened when he and 
Shoulders arrested Hall at the 
Town House, 5316 Pershing 
avenue, the night of Oct. 6. 

Hall, in his signed confession, 
said he had almost all of the 
$600,000 Greenlease ransom 
when the licemen took him 
into . However, only 
$296,280 of the 


money has 
recovered. SHoulders maintgin 
he knows nothing of the g 
ransom. 
Turned Over to FBI. 

Shortly after Hall and Mrs. 
Heady were arrested, St. Louis 
police turned them over to the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
which took signed confessions 
from the kidnapers but did not 
furnish copies to the police de- 
partment. 

Many statements in Hall’s con- 
fession came as a-surprise to St. 
Louis police officials. They were 
unaware, for example, that Hall 
told the FBI his suitcases were 
not taken to the Newstead ave- 
nue police district at the time 
of his arrest. 

He said he only obtained a 
glimpse of them later at the 
station, where Shoulders was in 
command the night of the arrest. 
Shoulders, Hager and Dolan 
have insisted the bags were 
taken to the station along with 
Hall. 

The kidnaper told authorities 
he was certain he had almost all 
of the $600,000 with him at the 
Town House because he took 
inventory shortly before the po- 
licemen knocked at his apart- 
ment door. 

Other statements in Hall's 
confession of particular interest 
to St. Louis police are those re- 
garding two mysterious persons 
—a man and a blond woman— 
whom he saw at the apartment 
hotel when Shoulders and Dolan 
were leading him to a police 
car. The policemen said no one 
was present besides themselves 
and Hager. 

Shoulders has submitted his 
resignation from the department 
because of the inquiry into the 
missing ransom, but it has not 
been accepted. : 

Meanwhile in Kansas City, 
Robert C. Greenlease, father of 
the murdered boy, disclosed he 
had receievd a communication 
from Hall, who “begged forgive- 
ness for the terrible crime.” 

Hall also repeated a statement 
made before his trial that ‘he 
hoped Greenlease recovered the 
missing ransom. 

Roy K. Dietrich, appointed by 
the court to represent Hall at 


the trial, visited him in the 


death house at Jefferson City 
today. Dietrich declined to com- 
ment on the purpose of his call. 
He was the first visitor either 
kidnaper has had since they 
were removed to the prison 
Friday.

The agreement provides for 
the establishment of a joint 
Chinese-North Korean airline to 
fly scheduled routes over Man- 
churia, apparently linking 
Pyongyang and Peiping. 

Both nations will exchange 
technicians and laborers for 
training, the agreement said, 
and North Korean University 
students will be entered in 
Chinese schools. 

United Nations officers in 
Tokyo had no immediate com- 
ment on the pact, but it was 
known they have been waiting 
for the results of the Peiping 
conference as an. indication of 
its possible effect on the Korean 
peace conference, which nego- 
tiators are attempting to ar- 
range in Panmunjom.

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ARMY RETRACTS, 
STATEMENT ON 
FAULTY TANKS 


Spokesman Takes Back 
Charge of Poor Work 
by Manufacturers — 
Blames Material, 


DETROIT, Nov. 23 (AP)—~An 
Army spokesman today retracted 
a statement that manufacturers’ 
failure to comply “rigidly” with 
mititary specifications was ‘the 
cause of at least some M-47 Pat. 
ton tank breakdowns in Europe. 

Lt. Col. Thomas A. Rice of the 
Army’s ordnance tank-automo- 
tive center said he was at fault 
in saying earlier that the cause 
was partly the builder's responsi- 
bility. 

Col. Rice made his retraction 
after a meeting of civilian and 
military engineers. 

He said the trouble with the 
tanks actually was the result of 
the Army’s having to accept 
“something slightly less than the 
best” in materials and produc- 
tion fn its haste to get out the 
tanks. 

Rice said today’s meeting was 
routine and came up with no de- 
cisions. Earlier the meeting was 
described as an effort to pin- 
point blame for gear failures of 
the M-47. 

Civilian engineers In the cen- 
ter’s products corrections sec- 
tion shoot trouble on many 
problems involved in the mak- 
ing of vehicles “in constant pro- 
duction,” Rice added. 

He pointed out that the fail- 
ure of the gears did not cripple 
the tanks entirely, or mean that 
they were incapable of fighting. 
Ordnance units at the base leve! 
= make necessary repairs, he 
said. 

The American Locomotive Co. 
said Saturday that reports of 
the trouble had brought the vol- 
untary shut-down of company 
plants in Auburn and Schenec- 
tady, N.Y. 

An A.L.C.O. spokesman said: 
“The reported failures appar- 
ently’ were not confined to the 
final drive produced by any one 
manufacturer.” 

The spokesman said failures 
have shown up “after consider- 
able service life’ and that the 
company had made the drive 
mechanisms according to Army 
design, that they had been open 
to full Army inspection, and 
that none from the Auburn 
plant had beén rejected. 

Grounded Ship Is Refloated. 

ROTTERDAM, Nov. 23 (AP)— 
The 6214-ton American freightet 
Hurricane ran aground in a heavy 
fog today in the new waterway 
approach from the North sea to 
Rotterdam harbor.

Official confirmation of

Conference representative in the 
Rose Bowl came today in a 
unanimous vote by the league 
for the Bruins. The Uclans, 
however, had reduced the vote 
to a mere formality when they 
clinched the conference title by 


13-0, in the nationally televised 
battle Saturday, while contend- 
ing Stanford was held to a 21-21 
tie by California. 

P.C.C. Commissioner Victor 
O. Schmidt’s office polled the 
telegraphic votes of the nine 
conference members and an- 
nounced U.C.L.A.’s_ selection. 
Under conference rules, he could 
not announce the actual vote 
count in case there was a divi- 


In contrast to the settled Rose 
Bowl situation, the Sugar Bowl 
competition has been reduced to 
eight teams and the Cotton Bowl 
race to six. 

The president of the Sugar 
Bowl’s sponsoring group said 
these teams still were being con- 
sidered—West Virginia, Auburn, 
Texas Tech, Georgia Tech, Ken- 
tucky, Baylor, Rice, and Texas. 
That means Alabama was knock- 
ed out by its 21-0 loss to Mary- 
land, just as Mississippi was 
eliminated by the same team last 
week. 

The race for the “visiting 
team” berth in the Cotton Bowl

To Cut Military Force 10 Pct. 
By Trimming Supporting Units 


Army Says It Can’t 


Reduce Its Depot or 


Training Personnel That Much—Econ- 
omy Proposal Not Based on Use of New 
Weapons or Strategies.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23. 


HE biggest hassle in the Pentagon for some time is in progress 
over proposals to reduce the strength of the Army, Navy and 
Marine Corps by about 10 per cent for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1955. This would amount to a reduction of more than 


200,000 men. There would be 


no reduction in the Air Force. 


The determination must be made by Dec. 5. 

The reductions which the Secretary of Defense is ttrying to 
make are not based on the idea that new weapons will be avail- 
able in the next fiscal year which will greatly increase the power 


of the reduced forces. 


Nor are they based on new strategies, such 


as the idea of a central mobile reserve in the United States 
to be a substitute for troops in Europe and Korea, or going all 
out for air-atomic power at the expense of other forces as a 
deterrent to war. Such ideas have their al ceeas but have not 


become official policy. 


The basic idea is that sup- 
porting forces can be reduced 
sufficiently to allow a 10 per 
cent reduction in manpower 
without reducing combat 
strength. 


The Army is now about 50,000 
men above its budgeted strength 
for the end of the fiscal year 
next June 30. This over-strength, 
together with a 10 per cent re- 
duction would require the Army 
to cut its strength about 200.- 
000 men in the next 18 months. 

‘Soft Spots’ Mentioned. 

Under Secreary of Defense 
Roger M. Kyes, on his return 
of certain personnel “soft spots” 
he had noticed on the Conti- 
nenet, but would not amplify. 

Adm. Arthur W. Radford, 
ehairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, on his return from a 
European trip last Wednesday, 
told reporters: “I feel, as does 
Mr. Kyes, that we can cut sup- 
port personnel.” 

The Army contends that re- 
ductions of such magnitude in 
supporting and overhead per- 
sonnel cannot be made. When 
the directive to make the re- 
duction was received, Secretary 
of the Army Robert T. Stevens 
and Army Chief of Staff Mat- 
thew B. Ridgway hastened to 
the office of Assistant Secretary 
of Defense for Personnel John 
A. Hannah, and briefed him for 
more than en hour. Two days 
later, possibly at Hannah’s re- 
quest, a duplicate briefing was 
given the Secretary-of.Defense. 

14,000 at U. S. Depots. 

The Army officials pointed 
out that at 75 major depots in 
the United States only 14,000 
uniformed personnel are as- 
signed, an average of less than 
200 men per station. The Army 
had 10 training divisions manned 
by about 2500 men each. These 
received and gave basic train- 
ing to recruits. Two have been 
closed and another will be shut 
down in the spring. 

The objections to 
them completely is that, with 
only seven combat divisions in 
the United States to provide 
support and replacements for 13 
overseas, it would be impossible 
to close the remaining training 
divisions without sending re- 
cruits overseas for their basic 
training. This would decrease 
the readiness of divisions over- 
seas to a serious degree. 

The French train recruits in 
their divisions in Germany but, 
in case of mobilization, plan to 
withdraw the recruits to France 
and replace them with trained 
reesryes. American military 
opinion holds that this is a seri- 
ous weakness in the French con- 
tribution to NATO. since there 
would be a considerable delay 
before the divisions become op- 
erational. 

Down-the-Line Cut. 

Other ideas call for a re-ex- 
amination of Army tables of or- 
ganization to reduce strength all 
along the line, This is feasible, 
but it would mean that all units 
would be understrength and in- 
capable of continued operations. 
This was the situation with 


closing ; 


MacArthur's divisions in Japan 
prior to the Korean war. 


Gen. Ridgway has made his 
position known. At Cleveland 
last week, he said: “No one 
could be more anxious than I to 
reduce both the manpower re- 
quirements of the Army, and its 
casualties in combat.” 

But he added: “I say to you 


now that notwithstanding new 
weapons with immensely in- 
creased destructive power, the 
ultimate determinant of military 
victory still is the trained fight- 
ing man with hig feet on the 
ground.” 


The Navy is about 20,000 men 
above its planned year-end 
strength of 745,000 men. Ac- 
cording to Adm. Carney, Chief 
of Naval Operations, the Navy 
probably can reduce its man- 
power to some degree by reduc- 
ing manning levels of ships and 
supporting forces. As with the 
Army, there is a limit to this 
type of saving.’ Ships are not 
over-manned now and the much 
greater amount of sea duty for 
peacetime than ever before, to- 
gether with frequent maneuvers, 
have faced the Navy with a cri- 
tical problem of service morale. 


The Navy could put a num- 


ber of battleships and cruisers/ be 


in mothballs much more easily 
than the Army could reduce 
combat divisions abroad. How- 
ever, the instructions of the Sec- 
retary of Defense uire that 
manpower be red without 
the elimination of combat units. 
Marines Can Be Cut, 

The Marines are at approxi- 
mately their authorized stren 
of 230,000 men with three divi- 
sions and three air wings. Inas- 
much as the Marine organization 
is extremely generous, provid- 
ing for both normal ground com- 
bat and amphibious operations, 
a reduction of 10 per cent in 
manpower should be achieved 
without a serious reduction in 
combat efficiency. 


Appropriations for the current 
fiscal year provide about $11,- 
274,000,000 for manpower for 
all the services. This covers such 
items as pay allowances, subsist- 
ence, individual clothing, trans- 
portation and other personnel 
activities. A reduction of 10 
per cent in manpower would, 
therefore, bring immediate sav- 
ings of more than a billion dol- 
lars and other savings would be 
possible through the closing of 
installations and reduced sup- 
port requirements. 

The Army, Navy ahd Marine 
Corps are being put through the 
wringer in the next budget as 
wa tad Air Bence: te tee teak 
Their cries of pain do not stem 
from any desire to maintain 
larger forces than necessary 
from prestige or pride. 

They are faced with world- 
wide international commitments 
which are not of their making. 
They do not see how they can 
carry them out with reduced 
forces. The final decisions have 
not been made about exact fig- 
ures for next year, but substan- 
tial reductions appear to be cer- 
tain.

“I wouldn't support any com- 
mitment to leave American 
forces in Europe for any speci- 
fied length o ftime,” hes aid. “I 
think we must preserve our own 
discretion in this matter. ... 
I'd like to see some clear-cut 
demonstration of more vigor on 
the part of the European nations 
themselves.” 

Humphrey's Argument. 

Humphrey agreed that he 
doesn’t like the idea of having 
American troops tied down in- 
definitely in Europe, but he said 
he recognizes that western Euro- 
pean nations want some assur- 
ance that this country is stand- 
ing firmly behind the European 
army project.

Still Not Intimately Engaged in Fighting 
Reds, However — Army Is Question 
Mark in in Future of Nation.

SAIGON, Ind6china: 


IS MAJESTY, Bao Dai, emperor of Viet Nam, is a small, 
delicately made, deceptively soft looking man whose favorite

His conversation is polished, intelligent, but seldom enlight- 
ening. Everything he says is conditioned by the complex political 
game he plays with the French and with his own people. By

For Facts or Spoils? 


Even though he complained more eloquently 
than most, President Lincoln was not the only 
man to learn that one of the most disgusting as- 
pects of governmental administration is the 
political clamor for jobs. Now Philip Young, 
President Eisenhower's personal choice for the 
chairmanship of the Civil Service Commission, 
is feeling the frustration of the patronage boys. 


Republican Representative A, L. Miller of Ne- 
braska says Mr. Young should resign; and Re- 
publican Senator Carlson of Kansas is thinking 
about having his Senate Civil Service Commit- 
tee investigate Mr. Young's activities. 


Both Senator Carlson and Congressman Miller 
say they have received complaint after complaint 
that Mr. Young and the Civil Service Commis- 
sion have not opened enough policy-making posi- 
tions for Republicans. That word “policy-making” 
is important. It may indicate a genuine grievance 
or it may be window-dressing. 

~ . * 

Officials who really make policy—instead of 
just following lines drawn by those higher up— 
should be in accord with the Administration in 
power. This is essential if promised changes are 
to be made. But the building-up of an experi- 
enced body of career employes for the sake of 
efficiency and economy demands that these be 
protected against partisan vicissitudes. That is 
the way Mr. Young, formerly dean of the gradu- 
ate business school at Columbia University, sees 
his job: 


We are providing an orderly, logical means 
of placing in policy-making positions persons 
who are sympathetic to the policies of the 
Administration. At the same time we are re- 
moving the career service as far as possible 
from political interference.

Any civil service system always needs disin- 
terested supervision and reappraisal, Politicians 
can be blanketed into permanent jobs, and ten- 
ure may be abused in other ways. Mr. Young 
seems to be reviewing the federal] system in 
this way. While the Civil Service Commission 
has turned down 850 requests from Republican 
department heads that jobs be transferred to 
the policy-making classification, it also has 
granted 770 such requests. Further, most of 
these appeals were decided by Republican Mr. 
Young’s vote and that of Frederick J. Lawton, 
the one Democrat on the three-man commission.

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How to Unplan a Plan 

Mayor Tucker is going to consider proposals 
to allow Saturday parking on one side of the 
one-way downtown streets. This is unlikely to 
disturb the traffic flow under the new master 
traffic plan, but it probably will not satisfy 
downtown merchants, either. They want parking 
allowed during non-rush hours every day, an 
the Mayor questions that. : 

Surely the city will go slow in making major 
changes in the traffic plan. For the aldermanic 
hearing on downtown parking offers a sample 
of what can happen to community planning. 
Some 150 downtown merchants appeared to ask 
for changes in the master traffic plan. The 
community as a whole was represented by a 
few officials, traffic engineers and Chamber of 
Commerce spokesmen. 


If the Aldermen decided this issue simply 
on the weight of numbers (or votes), what 
would happen? The downtown merchants 
would knock the first hole in the traffic plan. 
Then merchants and householders in other 
neighborhoods would make similar demands. 
Eventually the master plan would be as un- 
masterful and as unplanned as a sponge. 

Mayor Tucker has, in effect, urged citizens 
to give the traffic plan a better test before ask- 
ing for alterations. The downtown merchants 
complain that curbs on street parking have hurt 
their business, but, as the Mayor says, there 
has been a general decline in business. Is there 
real evidence that parking restrictions are to 
blame? 

Nobedy argues that the master plan is fool- 
proof, but when the time comes to improve it, 
the plan ought to be considered in full—not in 
bits and pleces. 


Facing a Basic Threat 

Georges Bidault’s three-hour appeal to the 
French parliament, backed by new British as- 
surances, was the most intense exertion so far 
undertaken for ratification of the European De- 
fense Community treaties. For the British, it in- 
volved much more than the abortive Trieste 
promise made for the sake of Italian ratification. 

So far, Britain has maintained that its obliga- 
tions to the Commonwealth make participation 


in a merger of continental forces impossible. . 


While holding to this in theory, London now of- 
fers a treaty of “close association” with the 
EDC, It is understood that this implies co-opera- 
tion of the Royal Air Force with the proposed 
continental air fleet as well as joint army train- 
ing, standardization of weapons and exchange of 
staff officers. : 

The British have, further, joined the United 
States in declaring they have no plans for with- 
drawing troops from the continent—except in 
the case of Trieste—but they are still unwilling 
to guarantee to keep troops in Europe indefi- 
nitely. Foreign Minister Bidault promises to 
press for more specific reassurances at the forth- 
coming Bermuda conference. 

In making his appeal to the national assembly, 
he not only staked his own political future hut 
his patriotic concern for his native country. 
There is a very real fear in France that if the 
Germans are re-armed as EDC members they 
may come to dominate the European army, in- 
volve it in military adventures against the will 
of the other members, or even pull out their 
units and forge them into a new German army 
which might conceivably be turned against 
France, instead of Russia. Something of the 
strain imposed on Frenchmen by these impon- 
derables was indicated by Bidault’s collapse as 
he made his appeal. 

More than most French leaders, however, Bi- 
dault has kept clear the basic threat of our time. 
It comes from Moscow, and there is scant hope 


_ that a Balkanized and bickering West could stand 


against it. If there is some element of chance 
in rearming the Bonn republic, that chance 
should be taken. The best guarantee against a 
rebirth of German aggressive militarism that 
statesmen have been able to devise is to make 
Germany part of a greater democratic commu- 
nity. The idea came from a Frenchman, Rene 
Pleven, and it is the only real hope for French- 
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men in a hard world. With British and American 
backing it can keep strength on the side of 
freedom.

Left Turn on Deficit Spending 

A major turning point in Administration 
budget policy has’ been passed. That is the only 
conclusion to be drawn from the briefing given 
to reporters by “a high Administration official” 
one day after President Eisenhower announced 
that the budget will not be balanced in the 
1954-55 fiscal year beginning next July. 

Briefings of this sort are often the method by 
which the public is prepared for the end of old 
policies and the start of new ones. In this case, 
it seems quite clear that the Administration has 
abandoned for the foreseeable future its goal 
of a balanced budget, and has made up its mind 
to live with deficit spending. 

The anonymous high official told newsmen 
that in the present state of the economy, high 
taxes would be a greater evil than another 
budget deficit. He postponed indefinitely any 
hope of reducing the national debt, and sug- 
gested that moderate deficits can continue for 
a few more years without any real economic 
harm. a * 

Just how great a change this is from Adminis- 
tration thinking of the past may be judged by 
recalling President Eisenhower's speech and 
message to Congress on the subject last May 20. 
In his speech, arguing for the postponement 
of tax cuts, the President said: 

Balancing the budget is vital—not mere- 
ly as some abstract statistical feat, but to 
help give each. citizen the kind. of dollar 
with which each family can begin balancing 
its own budget. 

In his message, the President spoke of the 
“deterioration of the currency” resulting from 
“the unsound fiscal and monetary policies of the 
past Administration,” and described the Truman 
deficit of four billion dollars in 1952 as con- 
tributing to “a critically unsound state of fi- 
nancial affairs.” 

Now the Eisenhower Administration is calmly 
looking forward to a deficit in the current year 
of $3,800,000,000, and to a deficit in 1954-55 of 
between four and nine billion dollars. What was 
“critically unsound” last May has become, in Ad- 
ministration thinking, a “lesser evil.” 

Very probably the Administration is now 
right. To balance the budget would require 
new taxes which, coming at a time of economic 
decline, might further impair economic activity. 
On the spending side, it appears quite unreal- 
istic to expect economies sufficient to attain a 
balance in view of the strategic requirements for 
a continued defense buildup. So it may be true 
that some degree of deficit spending is the 
lesser evil. But this: is a drastically different 
story from the one the Administration was tell- 
ing the people as recently as six months ago, 
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Agreement on Drouth Aid—at Last 

The agreement between the State and Fed- 
eral Governments which will bring $1,000,000 of 
Federal money into Missouri's drouth relief pro- 
gram is welcome news. It will not affect the 
over-all amount of aid, since the Federal con- 
tribution will be deducted from the $6,500,000 
appropriated by the Legislature, in accordance 
with the terms of that appropriation. But it will 
lighten the load on the Missouri treasury, and 
give recognition to the Federal Government's 
responsibility, both worthwhile accomplishments. 

The method of compromise arrived at is so 
simple as to provide wonderment why it was 
not reached before. Gov. Donnelly had re- 
jected the Federal $1,000,000 on the grounds 
that it was hobbled by red tape which would 
also hobble the State’s program. The Federal 
Government refused to remove the red tape, 
largely consisting of standards for eligibility. 
What both Governments have now done is to 
apply the Federal aid to cases on which the 
Federal standards of eligibility have already 
been met. The State was relieved of a require- 
ment for extensive accounting. 

All this suggests that while a good deal of 
politics may have delayed a settlement, a little 
common sense has now carried the day—and that 
is what counts. 
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Bar Association’s Second Chance

The application of Scovell Richardsop, dean 
of the Lincoln University Law School until ap- 
pointed by President Eisenhower as a member 
of the Federal Board of Parole, is under con- 
sideration by the membership committee, That 
group will report Monday night. If it recom- 
mends that Mr. Richardson should be accepted, 
the general membership will have a chance to 
right a wrong. 
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Hoax at Piltdown 

The study of ancient man sometimes throws 
more light on modern man than on his prede- 
cessors, So one is forced to believe after receiv- 
ing the shattering news from England that the 
Piltdown man, who for 40 years has stood as 
an important link in the evolution of the species, 
was an “unscrupulous hoax” all the time. 

The cranium and jawbone which were found 
in a Sussex gravel bed by an amateur anthro- 
pologist before World War I have given scholars 
one workout after another. Profound mono- 
graphs have been written pointing out the strik- 
ingly simian characteristics of the jaw—and now 
we are told that thé jaw not only resembled but 
is a simian bone, originating in a: 10-year-old 
modern ape and cunningly stained to simulate 


the proper geological age. So a whole new’ 


series of monographs will have to be written 
untelling the Piltdown man story which has 
been told so many times these many years. 
Why would a gentleman of science undertake 
to deceive his brethren by such a monstrously 
unscientific hoax? The Cardiff giant had a sim- 
ple motivation by comparison. That was the 
spirit of free enterprise, busily at work to turn 
a fast buck. But the Piltdown man was highly

Distorted Perspectives 
THE AGE OF SUSPICION, by James A. Wechsler. 

(Random House, 333 pgs., $3.75.) 

When Senator McCarthy summoned 
James A. Wechsler, editor of The New 
York Post, for questioning about his 
opinions and those of his newspaper, he 
not only scuttled the First Amendment, 
but proved how difficult it is for re- 
formed Communists to get along unless 
they become witnesses against their 
old pals. 

Seldom has a conversion from Com- 
munism been so well publicized as Mr. 
Wechsler’s. His two brief years as a 
member of the Young Commu 
League, set off against some 15 years 
as a militant anti-Communist, ought to 
make him immune from suspicion. Yet, 
because he opposed 
McCarthy as vigor- 
ously as he opposed 
Communism, be- 
cause he refused to 
take the route of 
the Budenzes and 
the Chamberses, he 
found himself sus- 
pect just the same. 

Now he puts it all 
into a book, includ- 
ing a detailed ac- 
count of the Mce- 
Carthy grilling and

As personal autobiography in an age 
of suspicion the story has uncommon 
interest, but Mr. Wechsler unintention- 
ally falls into the same error as McCar- 
thy and Chambers. He gives the im- 
pression that his own history is the his- 
tory of his generation, 

It is a myth that in the '30s youthful 
rebellion invariably took the form of 
sympathy for or participation in the 
Communist movement. Thousands of 
rebellious young intellectuals lapped up 
Mencken’s réjection of the American 
culture, Beard’s economic interpreta- 
tion of the Constitution, and Norman 
Thomas’s political soothsaying without 
going on from there, as Wechsler did, 
to half-baked Marxism. 

Wechsler’s career may have been typ- 
ical of a few intellectuals at Columbia 
and Harvard, but I doubt if it was typical 
of anybody else. In fact, the remark- 
able thing about the ‘30s is not that 
they developed so much Communism 
among young intellectuals but that they 
developed so little. Intellectually and 
economically, the climate was ideal for 
such a development as Wechsler and 
McCarthy presume took place. But the 
fact is that it didn’t. Wechsler and 
joo others were the exception, not the 
rule. 

Some day the picture of the '30s 
must be brought back into perspective, 
What we need is a political autobiogra- 
phy of a young intellectual of that day 
who did not become a Communist, later 
reformed or otherwise. No doubt it 
would make dull reading,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23 (AP) 
—Fewer than one fourth of the 
10,000 civilian rescue squads 
needed in case of an enemy 
atomic attack have been formed 
and equipped for action. 

Giving this estimate in a 
training manual entitled “Res-

No Substitute for U.S. 
and British Forces 
Under Defense - of - 
Europe Concept.

HEIDELBERG, Germany, Nov. 
23— Whatever “new thinking” 
there may be in Washington 
about withdrawing United States 
troops from Europe, it hasn't 
yet filtereti through to the level 
of the forces actually stationed 

ere. 

These units, primarily Army 
and Air Force, are just now 
approaching a standard in equip- 
ment and geographic location 
which might enable them to 
handle the responsibilities they 
accepted so desperately three 
years ago. 

The Communist attack in Ko- 
rea in 1950 roused the western 
allies to the realization that 
there was almost nothing in the 
way of effective resistance be- 
tween the Soviet forward posi- 
tions in eastern Germany and 
the Atlantic Ocean. 

The intervening years have 
witnessed the creation of NATO, 
of the international SHAPE 
headquarters in -Paris, and the 
slow and agonizing rebirth of 
nationa] armies with the excep-

The authors wrote it for the 
Queen to give her an insight 
into the “real Australia” for her 
visit here next February. 


One passage that has Aus- 
tralian housewives breathing 
fire maintains flatly that “the 
average Australian woman {fs a 
lousy cook.” 

Another that ts stirring pro- 
test is one writer’s advice that 
the Queen read “Power Without 
Glory,” a supposed expose of 
shady deals written by Austral- 
ian Communist, Frank Hardy. 

Much of the book, 
seems to be a fairly accurate 
picture of how Elizabeth's sub- 
jects in Australia live, talk and 
act. She is told, for example, 
that “plonk” is Australian slang 
for “wine” and that “to come 
the raw prawn” is to try to fool 
somebody. 

“The Sunburnt Country” also 
gives the Queen a fair idea of 
how the popular, and highly ifl- 
legal, gambling game of “two- 
up” is played. 

Some of the anguish felt here 
has been summed up by one 
newspaper, which asked: “What 
will the Queen think of this?”

So long as it is congressional 
policy to send families of offi- 
cers and first three-graders 
overseas, either acco tions 
must be found for them or:hous- 
ing allowances must be paid in 
dollars. ~ 
In Germany the housing is 
provided by the Germans. The 
same families stationed 
where, including in the United 
States, would draw several mil- 
lion dollars additional each 
year in allowances. It averages 
about $100 per month per 


family. 

In all United States installa- 
tions there are periodic waves 
of “economy.” One of these oc- 
curred earlier this year. Its 
principal results have been the 
weeding out of an undisclosed 
number of staff positions, re- 
ported to be more than 15,000; 
the dismissal of 10 per cent of 
the United States civilians em- 
ployed by the armed forces in 
Germany; and the dismissal of 
more than 25 per cent of the 
German employes, a figure re- 
ported to exceed 50,000. 

Only the removal of United 
States civilians actually repre- 
sent a dollar saving. Dismissal 
of the Germans is a reduction 
in the West German govern- 
ment’s budget for “occupation.” 

Germans often complain bit- 
terly about “occupation costs” 
in their press and their legisla- 
tive assemblies, but any sugges- 
tion that United States forces 
actually be reduced brings in- 
stant reaction. 

The blunt fact remains that 
there is no present substitute 
either for the United States or 
British forces in Germany s0 
long as there is any intention 
of defending Europe on the 
continent, Soviet advances in 
nuclear weapons have canceled 
out many of the advantages the 
United States has had previous- 
ly so far as 8 mats retalia- 
tion is concerned.

Research, through breeding 
and feeding, has given us the 
kind of turkeys we prefer. And 
whether Thanksgiving means a 
big family reunion or dinner for 
two cooked in the kitchenette 
of a small apartment, there is a 
type of turkey ideally suited to 
the need. 


The large bird that takes the 
place of honor on the dinner 
table at the big family gathering 
has undergone improvement, 
which means that it has a 
smaller frame with more meat, 
tender enough to reduce cook- 
ing time considerably, and with 
a higher percentage of white 
meat to dark. In fact, many of 
the birds now on the market 
have approximately two-thirds 
white meat to one-third dark. 
While we are on the subject of 
large birds, it is interesting to 
note that these big turkeys pre- 
dominate on Missouri farms— 
and that Missouri ranks in the 
“top ten” of turkey producing 
states. 

The homemaker who plans to 
serve a smaller group may se- 
lect a turkey of the miniature 
Beltsville variety, available as 
smali as five or six pounds; but 
still meaty and tender. 

Regardless of the size of the 
bird, you of course want it to 
look and taste its very best for 
the holiday dinner. The art of 
roasting turkey to perfection 
is really quite a simple one. 

How to Thaw Frozen Bird. 

Frozen turkeys should be 
thawed completely by one of the 
following methods before stuff- 
ing. Never refreeze a turkey 
once it has been thawed. 

If the bird is to be thawed in 
the refrigerator, leave it in the 
original moisture-proof wrap- 
ping and allow approximately 
this amount of thawing time: 
Ready-to-Cook Approximate 

Weight. Thawing Time. 

4 to 12 pounds..1 to 2 days 
12 to 20 pounds. .2 to 3 days 
20 to 24 pounds. .3 to 4 days 

The turkey also may be 
thawed by placing the wrapped 
bird in a pan set under cold 
running water, in which case 
about this much time will be 


needed: 
Ready-to-Cook Approximate 
Weight. Thawing Time. 


4 to 12 pounds..4 to 6 hours 
12 to 20 pounds..6 to 8 hours 
20 to 24 pounds. .8 to 12 hours 

Be sure to remove the giblets 
and neck found in the neck and 
body cavities. Simmer giblets 
in salted water about two hours, 
or until gizzard is tender. 
Chopped giblets may be used in 
stuffing. 

The most important thing to 
remember when roasting a tur- 
key is to use a low temperature. 
This means less shrinkage and 
less loss of juices. 

Stuff at Last Moment. 

Stuff the turkey just before 
placing it in the oven. For safest 
results, the stuffing should be 
mixed immediately prior to use, 
and the stuffed bird should be 
placed in a pre-heated oven at 
once. If it is necessary to hold 
the stuffed poultry before roast- 
ing, the stuffing should be 
chilled before use and the clean 
stuffed bird should be refrig- 
erated. The holding period 
should not be more than four 
hours. The best way to handle 
stuffing is to prepare and meas- 
ure the dry ingredients and 
store at room temperature. This 
may be done the day before, if 
desired. Prepare and measure 
the liquid and perishable ingre- 
dients and refrigerate. But do 
not combine the liquid and dry 
ingredients until the last minute. 

Incidentally, the freezing of 
prepared stuffings is not rec- 
ommended by the American In- 
stitute of Baking. The holding 
of frozen at zero de- 
grees Fahrenheit for one week 
results in wet, uninviting stuff- 
ings and the seasonings take on 
a bitter flavor.

How to Roast. 
Opinions vary as to whether a 
turkey should be roasted with 
the breast up or down. You can 
find authorities who will back 
up either theory. Much depends 
upon convenience (the size of 
your oven and your bird) and 
upon personal preference. Some 
homemakers prefer to roast with 
the breast down for most of the 
cooking period, then turn the 
breast up long enough to brown. 
Here is the thethod suggested 
by the Poultry and Egg National 
Board. Fix the wings “akimbo” 
and tie the legs to the tail to 
make a compact shape. Place the 
turkey, breast up, on a rack in a 
shallow open pan. Grease skin 
with, cooking fat. Cover loosely 
with a strip of aluminum foil or 
ee eeened cheesecloth. When 
| is two thirds done, cut 
the cord binding the tail to the 
legs to allow the heat to pene- 
trate to the inside thigh muscle.

_To determine doneness, pinch 
the fleshy part of the drumstick 
between the fingers; the meat 
should feel very soft.

That Rich Gravy. 

Of course the Thankgiving 
dinner “‘wouldn’t be complete 
without plenty of smooth, rich 
gravy laden with that wonderful 
meat flavor. It is easily made 
like this: 

Turkey Gravy. 

Three tablespoons fat, 

Three tablespoons flour. 

Two cups liquid. 

Salt and pepper. 

Pour out all fat and juices 
from roasting pan into a bowl. 
Skim off as much of the fat as 
posible from the top of the meat 
juice. Measure three tablespoons 
of the fat into a saucepan. Blend 
in three tablespoons of flour. 
Meanwhile, measure the meat 
juice. Add enough more giblet 
stock, milk or water to make up 
two cups, Set fat and flour mix- 
ture over low heat; cook until 
frothy. Add cold liquid all at 
once. Cook, stirring constantly 
until thickened throughout.

NOT LONG AGO, I spent an evening with 
the General, chinning about the world of to- 
morrow. We talked among other things about 


the transistor, that remarkable little midget 


that RCA (as well as many other manufacturers) 
is now making. A transistor is a speck of 
germanium imbedded in glass, the whole thing 
about three-quarters the size of a dime. It 
can do anything a vacuum tube can do, needs 
practically no power, will probably replace all 
the tubes in a radio set and eventually in a 
television set. Some day it may even replace 
the picture tube. 

What, I asked, would this mean—that TV 
and radio sets would be much smaller and 
much cheaper? The General conceded that this 
was possible but his mind was a million or so 
years ahead of these mundane considerations. 

“The first thing a transistor will do is in- 
crease mass communications because I think 
that with the advent of the transistor, personal 
radio will come into use,” he said. “Everybody 
will have a little radio in his pocket as you 
carry a watch.”

“HOW BIG will this little radio be?” I 
asked. 

“I can conceive a personal radio no larger 
than a match box or a pack of cigarettes. You 
could have a little ear piece in your pocket 
attached to a nice little chain. I can conceive 
that thing being a transmitter as well as a 
réceiver. You'd have a portable telephone. 
If you'd want to talk to anyone, you'd get a 
connection with a radio relay—same as you 
use in the automobile telephone. 

“I can go farther. The frequencies. which 
are now s0 precious and which people fight 
over+-VHF and UHF and so forth—will eventu- 
ally be so plentiful there will be enough for 
every individual just as he has his own license 
number for an automobile. You have one of 
these little things in your pocket and you are 
walking down the street and you get a little 
jingle. Somebody is calling you wherever you 
are. If you want to get hold of John Crosby 
and you ring his frequency without getting an 
answer, then he is either drunk or he is dead, 
Otherwise, you should be able to get him wher- 
ever he is.”

Suggestions to Help You Get Away From Same Old Thing

HE Earl of Sandwich, as we 
all know, was so crazy about 
gambling that he couldn’t 
the card table even long 
enough to grab a bite to eat. So 
he would call for “a piece of 
meat between two pieces of 
bread.” Today millions of men, 
who open their lunch pails at 
noon every day, keep wondering 
if the good Earl did a good 
thing or not.

YOUR BOY’S PROBLEM is probably not just a passing 
phase, but is, we suspect, deeply rooted in his personality. 
Ordinarily this dawdling behavior clears up by 8, because 
children are so eager to get off to school that there is no 
further problem. 

Boys like this seem to be natural dawdlers. They be- 
come insensitive to any instruction from the home. The 
only thing that finally blasts them into improved behavior 
is to have to face failure. That is, it sometimes works best 
for you to stop being responsible, and let them see what 
happens when things are just left up to them. 

How does your boy get to school? If he doesn’t catch 
the transportation provided for him, perhaps you could let 
it depend on him to figure out how he can get to school. 

However, that is, of course, a rather painful way to 
go about things. Sometimes you can resolve the problem 
more pleasantly if the school will step in and give a child 
some task which requires that he get there early—such as 
running errands, fixing boards, etc. Sometimes this moti- 
vates a child where al] your own pushing doesn’t have any 
effect. 

But a little experience of failure—and hands off from 
you—may be what you will have to try. Just let him realize 
that he is the one who has to get-to school, not you... that 
you will help him, but that this is his own responsibility. 
It may work.

Why Head-Hunters Kill Their Foes

ACCEPTS A CIGARETTE FROM THE AUTHOR, LEWIS COTLOW.

This is the story of a business 
man’s trip into the “head-hunter 


zon. 
To find out, from the Jivaro 
chiefs in person, why they hunt 
heads. It is the second of two 
installments from the beok, 
“Amazon Head ~- Hunters,” pub- 
lished by Henry Holt & Co. 


AM not an ethnologist or na- 
J turaiis. Just an insurance man 

who likes to travel. What I 
like most about traveling is 
meeting all kinds of people who 
do all kinds of things. I want 
to understand why one man cuts 
off heads and shrinks them, 
another thinks self-torture is 
good for the soul and a third 
goes to nightclubs. 

Chumbika, the young chief of 
the Huambisas in the jungles of 
Ecuador, had killed four men, 
cut off their heads and shrunk 
them to the size of his fist. He 
told’ me quite matter-of-factly 
he had to do it so his dead 
brother’s spirit could rest in 


peace. ‘ 

Many days later and many 
miles farther north I met a 
much greater head-hunter than 
Chumbika. His name was 
Peruche. 

My new guide and interpreter, 
Pablo, aptly described Peruche: 

“Peruche is a mighty warrior 
of many heads, a man not to be 
trifled with. I think he is smarter 
than most of the others. He is a 
famous curaki (chief), head of 

H clans, A tough one, a very 
tough one, He must be tough 
and smart to reach 70 years 
of age.” 

Three days later we came upon 
Peruche’s “jivaria” or commun- 
ity house. An Indian stood in 
the clearing and he did what I 
have rarely seen a Jivaro In- 
dian do. He looked up, saw us 
and waved. 

“Peruche!” Pablo 
“There is Peruche.” 

The old curaki spoke to Pablo 
and Pablo answered in a few 
sentences. That was all. With a 
smile Peruche welcomed us to 
his jivaria and asked one of a 
wives to bring “nijimanche,” 
mild intoxicant. We drank Mi, 
were at home. 

There were many women of 
all ages in Peruche’s jivaria. He 
had four wives, the oldest about 
65, the youngest around 20. I 
learned that Peruche’s three old- 
er wives had helped him select 
the youngest, many years before, 
when she was only 11. 

Peruche told me why it was 
necessary for him to shrink the 
heads of his enemies. The spirit 
of the enemy still lives in "he 
head, he explained. The more it 
is shrunk, the smaller and weak- 
er the spirit. 

“When I come home after 
killing my enemy,” he said, “I 
am washed with chicken blood 
on the legs and painted black. 
The ‘“‘tsaritsa” (head) is already 
shrunk, for I have done that on 
the way. We must be very care- 
ful that the spirit of my enemy 
does not harm me, for his spirit 
Lh in his head, above all in his 

air. 

“It tries to get back at me, 
but I do many things to conquer 
the spirit and make it obey me. 
We stick the tsantsa on a lance 
in the ground, the lance I killed 
my enemy with. We dance around 
t and our lances at it, 
frightening the spirit, showing 


cried. 


how we killed. And the women 
sing and dance, too. 


“And the other women—the 
women we have taken from my 
enemy’s jivaria—stand by and 
weep. If we captured no women, 
we have some of our own women 
take their part and weep bitterly. 

“For six months I must fast. 
Then I can hold the big tsantsa 
feast and finally conquer my 
enemy's spirit. Then my sons’ 
spirits see and know that I have 
killed the enemy who killed 
them, and that I have overcome 
his spirit. They will be happy 
and can rest content. My hunt- 
ing will be good, my sons will 
be strong, and I will live long— 
yes, even longer.” 

I asked Peruche how many 
heads he had taken during his 
lifetime. 

“Five last year,” he said, hold- 
ing up the fingers of one hand. 

“Five in one year!” I said. 
“Then you must have taken 
nearly 100 in your lifetime.” 

Peruche laughed and shook 
his head. “No, not that many,” 
he said. “Some years I took no 
heads, some years only one or 
two. 

He did not tell me how many 
he had taken altogether. I be- 
lieve he really did not quite 
know. 

“IT am not the greatest war- 
rior,” Peruche said modestly. 


“Today the greatest is Utitiaja, © 


who lives there... ” and he 
Ts to the north, “many 

days’ journey. I have traveled 
much but I have never been that 
far. But I have heard of Utitia- 
jz. All Indians have heard of 
him.” 

Peruche had named a river 
near which the famous Utitiaja 
lived. Pablo told me that he did 
not know the river but that it 
was one of the tributaries of the 
Upano, which joined the Pauté, 
the two becoming eventually 
the Santiago. Paglo said I would 
have to go into Jivaro country 
by another route to find Utitiaja. 

It was long after I had said 
goodby to Peruche, and many 
miles distant, that I met Utitia- 
ja, who was reputed to have 
killed 58 of his enemies. He 
was totally unlike my mental 
picture of him. 

I had imagined a man big, 
strong and fierce-looking. In- 
stead he was a trifle shorter 
than the averaye Jivaro, of 
rather slight build, though com- 
pact and effortless in his move- 
ments. 

Most striking was his face— 
mild, placid, even’ gentle. 

He did not wear a necklace 
of jaguar’s teeth, but a simple 
one of plain white beads. Nev- 
ertheless, despite his mild ap- 
pearance and. his simplicity, he 
moved with authority, with an 
inner assurance and dignity that 
marked him unmistakably as 
the leader.

TITIAJA saw me standing by 
my tent and came to me, 
holding out a hand. I had 

not expected this. I knew that 

in Utitiaja I had another uncon- 
ventional soul, like Peruche, and 

I was pleased. 

With Shuara, a Christian In- 
dian interpreter by my side, I 
thanked Utitiaja for coming to 
my camp to help me take pic- 
tures that would tell the rest of 
the world about the Jivaro In- 
dians, and above all about Uti- 
tiaja of the Chuprentsa terri- 
tory, the greatest Jivaro war- 
rior. He nodded and smiled and 
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said it should be interestine 

After a day of picture-taking 
I aked Utitiaja if he would like 
to come to my tent to talk 
awhile. He came, with one of 
his wives, a woman in her fif- 
ties, probably his first wife. I 
offered a camp stool to her, but 
Utitiaja sat on it and his wife 
sat on the ground at his feet. 
He spoke of the pictures we had 
taken, of the scenes enacted. 
He hoped he would be able to 
see some of the pictures some 
day. Then he stopped talking. 
He seemed perfectly content to 
sit in silence. I disfiked trying 
to pry information from him. 
But I had to start. 

“How old are you, Utitiaja?” 
I asked. 

He held up his 10 fingers five 
times and then added a few 
more whose number I could not 


see. Shuara translated his 
mumbled words. “He is not cer- 
tain; 56 or 57.” 


“How old were you when you 
went on your first raid?” I 
asked. 

“Ten,” Utitiaja replied. “I 
went along with my father but 
did not really fight.” 

“Were you afraid?” 

“Yes, I was frightened, but 
not as frightened as when I 
took my first head.” He smiled 
at the recollection. 

“How old were you then?” 
I asked. 

“Seventeen.”

FELT as if I were conduct- 
Jing a third degree, but Utitiaja 

‘did not mind at all. 

“Who taught you to be a great 
hunter and warrior?” I asked. 

“My father, as all Jivaro boys 
are taught, if their fathers are 
alive. My father lived until I 
was 13, so he taught me much. 
He showed me how to hunt, how 
to aim the blowgun, handle the 
lance, move’ through the forest 
like the jaguar. 

“When 1 was seven I started 
going on hunts with him. I lis- 
tened and watched him and s0 
I learned. And every morning, 
since before I can remember, 
he sat me down in front of him, 
even before we ate food, and 
told me what I must do when 
1 grew up. 

“Every morning he told me 
that my most solemn duty would 
be to take blood revenge against 
those who had killed members 
of my family. 

“t can still see him, serious, 
stern, speaking softly but with 
great force. If I did my duty 
and fulfilled all obligations to 


the spirits of my dead family, | 


I would have good wives, good 
hunting, and long Es ; 

“And he was right. I , have 
had a good life because I have 


- always performed this most sa- 


cred duty of a man.” 

“Utitiaja, you have killed 58 
men,” I said. “Now that you are 
getting older don’t you worry 
about it sometimes? Do you 
think it is right to kill men like 
that?” 

“It is right to kill your ene- 
mies, who would kill you if they 
could. Even you know that, for 
I have heard of your wars.” 

“But in your blood feuds,” 
I said, “you kill a man because 
you believe he is responsible for 
the death of someone in your 
family, through a snake bite or 
accident. Do think it is right 
for you to e the law in your 
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own hands and execute the 
man?” 

“Who else would kill him?” 
Utitiaja asked. “I hear that you 
pay certain people to do that for 
you, in your country. I think 
that is wrong. I am the one who 
has the duty to kill him. And 
I have always fulfilled my. 
duties.’ 

He was a happy man because 
he sincerely believed he had 
done good in the world—his 
own world, but above all the 
spiritual world of his ancestors. 
I concluded that Shakespeare 
must have known an Utitiaja 
when he wrote: “There is noth- 
ing good or bad but thinking 
makes it so.” I was learning 
what this head-hunter thought 
was good and what was bad. 

“What causes these terrible 
wars, Utitiaja?” I asked. “I mean 
the big raids when you and 
your men try to wipe out an 
enemy entirely and steal his 
women? What starts them?” 

“Some of the clans have al- 
ways been enemies and no one 
knows how that started,” he 
said. “Sometimes witch doctors 
and women cause the wars. Men 
need several wives to be happy 
and if they cannot find them in 
friendly clans, they will make 
war to steal women.” 

I heard a low sob from Utiti- 
aja’s wife and looked at her. 
Jivaro women rarely show emo- 
tion, above all not in front of 
a stranger. She was trying to 
stifle her sobs, but could not. 
Utitiaja reached over and patted 
her head gently. 

“I'll tell you why she weeps,” 
he said. “Our daughter married 
a young warrior who lived in a 
friendly jivaria about a half 
hour’s walk from our home. 
They have been married only a 
few months. Last month an en- 
emy clan killed him, They stole 
my daughter. 

“We don’t know where she is, 
because we do not know who 
made the raid. I have been try- 
ing to find out so I can kill the 
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| 
man. Maybe I can bring my 
daughter back to us, too.” 

About two months after I re- 
turned to New York I received 
a newspaper clipping from Quito, 
sent by a friend there who knew 
of my visit with the greatest of 
all head-hunters.

HE paper reported that Uti- 
iy tiaja had killed a man of the 

Tutanangosa tribe. As he was 
returning to his own home he 
fell into the hands of Ecuadorean 
soldiers who had been flown into 
the area to see if a recent wave 
of killings could not be put 
down. 

Some authorities insisted that 
the “gangster” Utitiaja be flown 
to Quito to stand trial for mur- 
der. But the Government. cited 
a law providing that no savage 
could be punished for crimes 
against another savage, on the 
theory that primitive peoples can 
best get along by following their 
own codes of justice. Utitiaja 
was released and returned to his 
home. 

So Utitiaja had No. 59 now. 
And perhaps he had his daugh- 
ter back. And he was still rang- 
ing the forest, dispensing justice 
and living what he believed was

So this South went out 
for “safety” methods. 

He led three rourids of hearts, 
discarding his low club. Now 
he led the 10 of clubs, hoping 
to “sneak by” his singleton king. 
East, however, jumped up with 
the ace, and re a low dia- 
mond, and now South was on 
the spot. West's mo wy lead of 
the deuce had strongly indicated 
four diamonds. If he had them, 
they must include the king 
(since East, who could have only 
two diamonds, had not shown 
the king); and if declarer now 
were to duck anc allow West to 
win, a third round would be 
ruffed by East. South there- 
fore made the perfectly natural 
Play of the diamond ace.
